Diphtheria. 


Diphtheria  has  been  slightly  more  prevalent,  17  cases  were 
notified,  17  were  removed  to  Hospital  and  1  died,  a  mortality 
rate  of  5.8%.  The  mortality  rate  the  previous  year  was  7%. 

Diphtheria  Immunization  offers  the  best  means  of  prevention. 
This  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  without  any  cost  to  the 
patient.

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The  Ante  Natal  Clinic. 

Expectant  mothers  are  invited  to  attend  the  Clinic  at  Rock 
House  between  2  and  5  p.m.  the  first  and  third  Friday  in  every 
month. 

They  will  be  seen  by  the  Lady  Doctor,  who  will  give  advice 
to  the  patient.  Any  abnormalities  or  difficulties  are  discovered 
and  dealt  with.  There  were  300  attendances  during  the  year. 

Birth  Control  Clinic. 

Suitable  patients  are  recommended  by  their  doctor  or  the 
doctor  in  charge  of  the  clinics. 

These  women  are  seen  by  the  Lady  Doctor  who  will  give 
advice  and  help,  between  2  and  5  p.m.  the  2nd  and  4th  Friday  in 
each  month. 


Nursing. 

Two  Queen’s  Nurses,  who  are  trained  and  qualified  midwives, 
are  employed  by  the  Swinton  District  Niu-sing  Association.  They 
reside  at  the  Nurses’  Home  in  Church  Street.  Messages  should 
be  sent  before  10  a.m.  either  to  the  Home  or  left  at  the  Post  Office. 
Two  Health  Visitors  are  employed  by  the  W.R.C.C.  and  attend 
all  the  Welfare  Clinics  at  Rock  House  and  the  Clinics  at  the  various 
schools. 

They  also  visit  the  houses  of  mothers  of  young  babies. 

In  the  District  there  are  seven  midwives,  four  of  these  are 
employed  by  the  County  Council,  two  by  the  Nursing  Association 
and  one  independent  midwife.

The  health  of  the  cows  and  conditions  were  found  to  be 
generally  satisfactory. 

Water  Supply. 

The  quantity  of  water  pumped  into  the  main  during  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1938,  was  134,973,000  gallons. 

The  Piccadilly  Well  yielded  58,967,000  gallons,  and  the 
Wortley  Avenue  Well  61,122,000  gallons.  The  Council  again  had 
to  draw  water  from  the  Wath  mains,  and  has  taken  14,884,000 
gallons  during  the  year. 

The  above  consumption  equals  26  gallons  per  head  per  day. 
The  rainfall  for  the  year  was  23.89  inches.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 

SWINTON  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

The  report  on  the  work  done  this  year  is  based  on  the  informa¬ 
tion  required  by  Circular  1728  dated  25/10/38. 

Housing  work  has  again  been  concentrated  upon  during  the 
year  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  repair  of  dwelling  houses, 
inspection  and  preparation  of  five  additional  Clearance  Areas, 
and  those  treated  as  individually  unfit.  I  was  also  held  solely 
responsible  for  the  transference  of  people  from  condemned  houses 
into  the  new  houses  erected  for  them,  which  took  up  a  considerable 
amount  of  my  time,  there  being  a  great  number  of  persons  rehoused 
during  the  year,  the  figures  being  shown  in  detail  later  in  the 
report. 

An  alteration  in  the  boundaries  of  the  District  took  place  as 
from  the  1st  April,  1938,  the  Roman  Terrace  Ward  comprismg  an 
area  of  32  acres,  an  estimated  population  of  2,440  and  616  houses 
being  transferred  to  the  Mexborough  Urban  District  and  part  of 
Mexborough  Urban  District,  comprising  an  area  of  20.7  acres,  an 
estimated  population  of  9  and  2  houses  including  the  L.  &  N.E. 
Railway  running  sheds  being  transferred  into  the  Svdnton  Urban 
District.  The  area  of  your  District  before  the  alteration  was 
1,730  acres,  and  with  a  nett  reduction  of  only  11.3  acres,  the 
district  now  stands  with  an  acreage  of  1718.7. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  district  before  the  change 
took  place  was  14,089,  and  with  a  nett  reduction  of  2,431  persons 
the  population  on  the  1st  April  was  estimated  to  be  11,658. 

The  number  of  houses  in  the  district  before  the  change  was 
3,712  and  with  a  nett  reduction  of  614,  the  number  at  the  1st 
April  was  3,098.  The  number  at  31st  December  was  3,050,  the 
reduction  being  due  to  the  large  number  of  demolitions  which 
have  taken  place  during  the  year. 
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The  figures  shown  in  the  report  are  naturally  affected  by  these 
alterations  as  the  first  three  months  were  for  a  larger  population 
than  the  last  nine  months.  A  statement  showing  facts  respecting 
the  district  as  now  constituted  can  only  be  made  on  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  a  full  year’s  working. 

The  other  work  of  the  Department  has  again  been  carried  out 
chiefly  by  means  of  informal  action  and  only  in  very  few  cases 
has  it  been  necessary  to  resort  to  formal  action.  More  work  of  a 
more  detailed  character  has  been  done  by  this  means.

The  paving  of  yards  is  also  being  gradually  completed,  chiefly 
by  means  of  informal  action,  and  during  the  year  10  yards  in 
respect  of  29  houses  have  been  paved. 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  House  Refuse. 

The  transference  of  the  Roman  Terrace  Ward  to  Mexborough 
Urban  District  necessitated  some  changes  in  the  personnel  for  this 
work  as  it  will  be  seen  that  619  bins  were  transferred.  The  per¬ 
centage  of  houses  of  the  semi-detached  type,  which  are  more 
difficult  to  scavenge  than  those  in  blocks  in  the  district,  is  now 
much  higher,  as  the  houses  transferred  were  congested,  and 
refuse  more  easily  collected. 

Transport  employed  is  as  usual,  comprising  two  S.  &  D. 
Freighters,  one  with  a  7  cube  yard  body,  and  one  with  a  9  cube 
yard  body.  A  new  30  cwt.  Morris,  general  purposes  lorry,  was 
purchased  and  commenced  work  in  April.  This  lorry  is  used 
chiefly  for  work  on  the  tips,  but  is  used  also  as  a  standby  for  refuse 
collection  if  necessary. 

Labour  Employed. — During  the  first  three  months  there  were 
four  fillers  in  addition  to  the  driver,  for  each  freighter,  and  two 
men  employed  full  time  on  the  tips.  As  a  result  of  the  Roman 
Terrace  Ward  being  transferred  to  Mexborough  Urban  District, 
the  two  full  time  tip  workers  who  lived  at  Roman  Terrace,  were 
taken  over  by  Mexborough.  The  Department  was  re-organised, 
the  two  men  so  transferred  were  not  replaced,  two  fillers  were 
trained  in  tip  work,  so  that  from  that  time  only  two  fillers,  in 
addition  to  the  driver  are  employed  with  each  freighter.  The 
charge-hand,  Mr.  H.  Charity,  to  whom  I  must  pay  a  tribute  for 
the  most  conscientious  and  untiring  manner  in  which  he  served 
the  Department,  retired  on  superannuation  in  May,  and  you 
appointed  G.  Adsetts  as  the  lorry  driver  in  charge. 

The  Emjjtying  of  Privies  and  Ashpits,  of  which  there  are  only  a 
few  left  chiefly  on  outlying  farms  and  premises  not  sewered,  and 
on  some  condemned  properties,  is  done  early  morning  (usually  once 
in  three  weeks)  by  the  lorry  and  the  spare  man,  thus  cutting  out 
the  Sunday  night  work  by  the  freighter  crew,  and  saving  the  day 
which  was  lost  on  emptying  bins  by  this  method. 
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Disposal  is  carried  out  totally  by  means  of  controlled  tipping. 
Kilnhurst  tip  was  completed  in  August  so  that  since  that  time  all 
refuse  has  been  tipped  on  the  Queen  Street  tip.  I  made  arrange¬ 
ments  for  opening  out  the  uneven  ground  adjoining  the  Kilnhurst 
Old  Mens’  Retreat  early  in  1939.  This  is  a  piece  of  ground 
sloping  sharply  down  to  the  boundary  dyke,  which  it  is  proposed 
to  reclaim  and  level  out  so  that  it  can  be  put  to  some  use,  most 
probably  recreational  purposes.  It  is  not  a  large  area,  but  it  will 
ease  transport  costs  for  the  Kilnhurst  refuse  and  give  longer  life 
to  the  Queen  Street  tip. 

The  work  generally  has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily  and 
without  nuisance.

These  cases  occurred  spread  out  throughout  the  year,  there 
were  no  epidemic  outbreaks  and  they  were  a  considerable  decrease 
in  numbers  to  the  previous  year. 

Three  letters  were  written  to  other  Local  Authorities  respect¬ 
ing  the  movements  of  persons  contact  with  patients  suffering  from 
any  one  of  these  diseases. 

The  usual  notices  to  Day  and  Sunday  Schools  debarring 
children  from  attending  for  the  period  of  incubation  were  sent 
in  each  case  together  with  those  debarring  borrowers  of  books 
from  the  Public  Library  and  the  Kilnhurst  Sub -Library. 

All  library  books  are  collected  from  infected  houses  and 
disinfected  before  being  returned  to  the  Library  for  circulation 
again. 

A  bulletin  as  to  the  condition  of  patients  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital  is  obtained  each  morning  and  posted  in  the  Public 
Library  for  the  information  of  relatives.  This  is  found  to  be  of 
great  value  to  the  people  concerned. 


Entertainment  Houses. 

Two  visits  were  made  to  the  Picture  House  during  the  year 
(out  of  entertainment  hours). 

Rats  and  IVlice  (Destruction)  Order  1919. 

No  special  effort  has  been  made  for  the  destruction  of  rats 
and  mice,  but  the  work  of  laying  baits  has  continued  as  required 
throughout  the  year.  In  this  direction,  over  80  baits  were  laid 
with  success. 


Rag  Flock  Acts  1911  and  1918. 

No  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year. 

Shops  Act  1934. 

Twelve  visits  under  Sections  10  and  13(3)  were  paid  to  shops 
during  the  year,  and  the  two  unsatisfactory  conditions  found  were 
remedied  without  formal  action. 
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Drain  Stoppages. 

In  32  instances,  drains  of  private  properties  were  cleared 
by  this  department  under  the  scheme  the  Council  inaugurated  for 
removing  simple  stoppages  from  drains,  thus  ensuring  prompt 
attention  when  found,  and  preventing  a  recurring  nuisance  for 
several  days  under  the  usual  routine  system.  The  charge  was 
fixed  at  3s.  6d.  and  many  owners  and  agents  still  avail  themselves 
of  the  usefulness  of  the  scheme.

What  methods  are  employed  for  freeing  infested  houses  from 
bed  bugs  ?  Spray  with  insecticide  loaned  to  tenants.  What 
methods  are  employed  for  ensuring  that  the  belongings  of  tenants 
are  free  from  vermin  before  removal  to  Council  houses  ?  Spray 
by  Council  staff  of  all  household  goods  aided  by  fumigation  block 
giving  off  gas,  closure  for  at  least  3  hours.  All  work  of  disinfesta¬ 
tion  is  done  by  the  Council. 

Bugs. 

During  the  year  the  household  effects  of  271  families  were 
disinfested  on  being  transferred  from  their  condemned  house  to 
the  new  council  house  provided.  This  was  done  by  direct  labour 
by  the  staff  of  the  Department  by  means  of  spraying  with  an 
insecticide  and  burning  of  blocks  supplied  for  the  special  purpose 
conjointly.  The  work  was  done  early  morning  so  that  tenants 
could  remove  their  effects  the  same  day.  This  system  worked 
very  effectively  and  very  few  cases  of  re-infestation  have  been 
reported. 

Housing  Acts. 

Extensive  internal  and  external  repair  of  properties  has  been 
carried  out,  covering  a  great  number  of  houses  by  informal  action 
chiefly.  This  is  done  by  meeting  owners  on  the  property  and 
discussing  works  required.  It  is  then  found  not  necessary  for 
so  much  formal  action,  and  at  the  same  time  has  been  possible 
to  get  more  detail  works  carried  out. 

Clearance  Areas. 

Five  Clearance  Areas  as  follows  were  declared  on  the  23rd 
February,  the  Orders  were  made  on  the  30th  March,  the  Inquiry 
was  held  on  the  21st  July,  and  the  Orders  were  confirmed  with 
the  exception  of  two  houses,  on  the  21st  November.

Re-housinf. 

During  the  year  there  were  890  people  rehoused  from  Clear¬ 
ance  Areas  and  houses  individually  condemned.  All  the  houses 
newty  occupied  were  on  the  Bowbroom,  Church  Street,  Dun 
Street,  Wharf  Road  and  Meadow  View  sites. 

1350  letters  were  WTitten  respecting  questions  of  rehousing 
including  those  informing  tenants  of  the  disposition,  with  instruc¬ 
tions,  as  to  their  method  of  being  transferred  to  new  houses. 

Demolitioils. 

There  were  I2I  houses  actually  demolished  during  the  year, 
53  in  clearance  areas  and  68  individually  condemned. 

Overcrowding. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  Housing  Statistics,  there  are  not 
many  cases  of  overcrowding  according  to  the  standard  laid  down. 
The  Council  have  not,  as  yet,  erected  any  houses  for  this  specific 
purpose  but  are  relieving  cases  as  and  when  houses  become  vacant 
on  the  schemes  built  for  slum  clearance.  Overcrowded  cases  are 
given  priority  when  such  a  house  becomes  vacant,  and  five  cases 
have  been  dealt  with  in  this  manner  during  the  year.  Eleven 
cases  of  overcrowding  were  referred  to  the  Mexborough  U.D.C. 
on  Roman  Terrace  being  transferred  to  that  Authority  on  the 
1st  April  last. 
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Sixteen  letters  were  written  respecting  overcrowding. 

In  conclusion  I  beg  to  thank  the  members  for  their  support, 
and  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  given  by  other  Officials  and  my 
sincere  thanks  to  Dr.  Hatherley  for  his  great  help  and  valued 
advice  given  to  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties  during  the 
year.
